An official 'statement informs the bond 
and stockholders that "The Company owns and operates more than 
160 miles of road, (all in Alameda'County),'representing a money in- 
vestment of more than $13,700,000." 


In a bond prospectus recently issued by authority of the Oakland 


Traction Company, this statement occurs: "The company owns all 
the street railroads in Oakland, Berkeley, Emeryville, Piedmont, East 
Oakland, Alameda, Fruitvale, San Leandro and Haywards. Its fran- 
chises control the main avenues and streets of Oakland, so that it 
would be practically impossible for competition to enter the field." 


In,the same prospectus this statement occurs: "In 1904 the 


surplus over all charges of every character was $294,367.00." 


This represents a net return of five per cent on nearly $13,000,000 


for the Oakland Traction Company alone. No wonder its bonds com- 
mand a stiff premium.

These facts clearly demonstrate that the street, railways are under- 


assessed instead of over-assessed. They are capitalized for $22,050,000

Memphis, which-has been compelled 
to quarantine against New 
Orleans 


against her will. 


At the first report of fever, that city 


sent a representative here, who put 
himself in close touch with the situa- 
tion and saw no necessity for Quaran- 
tine and the health authorities would 
doubtless have kept their promise not 
to bar New Orleans refugees, If the 
imposition of quarantine by . other 
cities against Memphis had not forced 
Memphis to act In self defense. 


The quarantines have 'greatly disar- 


ranged railroad service. All the roads 
have had to take off local trains. All 
the-weekly and semi-weekly 
excur- 


sions to near-by resorts iave been 
abandoned. Through trains are carry- 
Ing large cumbers of passengers bound 
for the northern and eastern resorts 
but travel south has naturally fallen 
off though the hotel registers dally 
show arrivals of people fronvthe north 
coming here on business. 


MAYOR'S STORY. 


Mayor Martin Bohrman today gave 


out the following signed statement to 
the newspapers: 
' 


"New Orleans Is suffering- more from 


the rigid quarantines than from the 
yellow fever, of which the citizens here 
have the fullest control. The mosquito 
theory Is accepted by all our phyti- 
clans and there is nothing remaining 
to be:done but to fight the mosquitoes, 
which is being done by oiling Jh« gut- 
ters, and screening and oiling the cis- 
terns- ; The number of new cases, were 
less yesterday by Ifve than'on the pre- 
ceding day. We have the situation no 
thoroughly.. In band, that we believe 
that we will shortly convince the 
world that by -working on the mosqui- 
to .fever, yellow fever wDl be entirely 
robbed of its terrors, and shot CUD 
quarantines are senseless as a method 
of fighting yellow fever as such meth- 
ods cannot prevent th« spread of tie 
mosquitoes.

' twist It very tight and then show it to 
of women's hair. Dressed in the lan- 
guage of the bard the story is en- 
trancing; viewW in the everyday light 
and from the viewpoint of the mar 
who buys and sells the lovely locks 
the romance disappears and one Inter- 
prets anew the words, "A rag and a 
bone and a hank of hair" 


New York supports a thriving mar- 


ket for human hair. A woman may 
sell her tresses to a man who will 
prepare them for the "trade" and in 
due time they will be hung in the hair- 
dresser's window with a dozen other 
"switches." 
This 
trade in hair in 


America is practically a new depart- 


^ 
ure for the dealer. 
Heretofore al! 


hair has come from foreign countries, 
where such a method 
of 
obtaining 


money has existed among the peas- 
ants ever since women of 
the 
cities 


have resorted to other than their nat- 
ural hair to complete their coiffures 


In Austria, Moravia, Sweden and 


Germany women make a business of 
selling their hair to dealers who peri- 
odically visit the towns, and it waj 
one of these enterprising 
traveling 


men who made possible the purchase 
of human hair in America. This man 
saw that an immense number of im- 
migrants were sailing for 
America., 


^ 
and made it his business to appear on 
the dock when a steamship sailed and 
canvass among the peasant women 
many of whom had before sold their 
hair. To some 1t was a new experi- 
ence, but to all he gave cards to vari- 
ous New York houses to which, on 
landing, the peasants 
might 
applv 


should they decide to part with their 
hair. 


In America the promotion of such a 


trade is absolutely^prohibited No man 
Is permitted to canvass among people 
for such a purpose 
On Ellis Island 


and even at the Battery, a guard Is 
placed against it, and as these are the 
existing conditions, no dealer ever vis- 
its the docks. Knowing that there ar» 
k 
people here who purchase hair, if the 
peasant chooses she may go to om> 
of the houses, and offering1 her hair 
for sale the dealer may have no scru- 
ples about accepting It. 


THE TRADE IN AMERICA. 


Down on East Eleventh street is 


probably the oldest hair merchant in 
this country. 
Long ago the great- 


grandfather of the present trader fol- 
lowed his profession in Hungary. He 
traveled through the towns exchanging 
brightly colored shawls of little value 
for long strands of hair. It was in- 
deed a trade similar to that carried on 
between the aborigines of this coun- 
try and the early explorers. 


This business in Mr Stein's family 


• ^vas handed '•flow n from great-grand- 


father to grandfather, then to father, 
and now the son purchases a good 
deal of hair on this side of the water, 
as do many other 
merchants. 
To 


thoroughly know such a business it 
seems that one must have had the 
experience gathered by seveial gener- 
ations given him, for there are very 
few people employed importing human 
hair who have not come from a fam- 
ily long identified with the work.

RESTRICTIONS OF THE 
TRADE, 


Politics plays a part in the 
hair 


market of Sweden and Germany. For 
a time the hair cutters were 
in a 


quandary to know how to overcome 
the restrictions placed on them by the 
government. It was suggested by an 
observer that the men who traveled 
throughout 
the 
country purchasing 


hair from the peasants were in many 
cases socialists, who chose this meth- 
od of getting close to the people in 
order to spread socialistic views When 
this was discovered a ban was placed 
on all hair cutters, and for a very 
long time they were not permitted to 
travel 
Those who 
disobeyed were 


liable to imprisonment. At this time 
many German peasants were coming 
to this country, and the man who flrst 
invented the card method for use at 
the steamship docks sent an agent to 
Germany and thus brought consider- 
able hair into this country on the 
heads of the peasants rather than In 
great bundles as formerly. 


The day when peasant women will 


sell their hair for trinkets is passed, 
and they now demand money. Two or j 
three dollars is often paid for a good 
lock of hair, if it is a very excellent 
piece of gray hair the dealer will pay 
very high Indeed for it 
When one 


realizes that three or four such pieces 
are necessary to make a good braid, 
that a. traveling man's expenses must 
be paid, and that money must be spent 
in dressing the hair here, her'can read- 
ily understand why the best grade of 
human hair is very expensive. 


When a newly landed 
immigiant 


comes to the hair dealer's office to 
have her braids thinned out the man 
who purchases that hair saves money, 
for it is not the hair that costs so 
much as It is the expenses attendant 
on the obtaining of it

When the hair has been un- 
matted the points are drawn together 
and the straightened combings hung 
up to dry. This work on the hair 
makes It' dutiable. 


The third class of hair comes from 


China. 
This hair Is evidently made 


up from combings, for as a Chinaman 
rarely ever cuts his queue and ae there 
are roots to the coarse black hair, the 
-conclusion is that It must be "comb- 
ings." 


From this hair all the cheaper grades 


of pompadours and braids are made. It 
is bleached and then dyed to the de- 
sired shade. Sometimes it is mixed 
with a finer quality, but not often, for 
it constitutes a distinct class of goodi. 


It is not pleasant to think of wearing 


a pompadour made from the combings 
of a Chinaman's hair, but many pieces 
worn by fastidious and very particu- 
lar young women 
come 
from 
that 


source. Before any of this hair can 
be made into wigs and toupet.p It must 
be thoroughly cleaned The process h 
laborious 
and the 
progress 
in the 


cleaning of a piece of hair from its 
flrst stage of cutting to its mounting 
on the form in a hair store and Its 
purchase by perhaps some member of 
exclusive society Is interesting 


Not every peasant 
is 
as 
careful 


about the washing of her "hair as she 
might be. 
A peasant associates oil 


sun and dirt with strength and growth 
of her hair. Many a peasant woman 
with luxuriant hair will tell you that 
she has washed it but two or three 
times during her life. 


Every piece of hair that comes into 


this country from abroad Is unclean. 
This 's not pleasant to think of, but Is 
a fact 
When the hair arrives It is im- 


mediately taken from the trunk and 
soaked in olive oil, which keeps it from 
dying and splitting. The hair is then 
hung on long lines that the oil may 
drip from it. 
When it has hung foi 


two or three days it is taken down and 
put in a bath of soap suds and bichlo- 
ride of mercury. 
After a thorough 


washing It is again dried and 
then 


"mealed out" 


METHODS OF CLEANSING. 


This "mealing out" process is unique 


A combination of buckwheat flour and 
white flour is put into a tub, then a 
workman takes several hanks of hair 
and practically washes it in meal. This 
removes all oil and makes the hair 
very soft. 


The cleaning, however, is not yet 


complete 
From the mealing tub It 


goes to a man who understands the 
art of "nitting." At the edge of a ta- 


steel comb composed 


of four rows of fine teeth." The mar 
with the rnalr in his hand sits in front 
of this comb, throws the hair over it 
and draws It through. The movement 
is very rapid and is repeated many 
times before the hair may be consider- 
ed perfectly clean 


This -same man sorts the hair Into 


bunches of different lengths. He has 
a card fllled with steel teeth A similar 
card fits over it 
The hair is placed 


between the cards and the lower one 
is slid back, permitting the longest 
ends of the hair to fall over the edge. 
These longer strands are drawn out. 
and in Ais manner the hair is sorted. 


After this long process of cleaning 


(he hair is taken upstaiis and there 
made into wigs, toupees, pompadours

Straight hair is 


made to wave by being wound round 
and round little sticks about as large 
as lead pencils When once it is curled 
in this way it never comes out. 


A woman from foreign parts who 


was willing to sell her hair, entered 
the New York hair market during the 
present writer's visit. Her hair was 
long and light, and as light hair is tlv 
most difficult to obtain it brings the 
most money. 


"How mucn do you want?" asked the 


man who held the shears. 


"Three dollars " 
"I'll give you two " 
"No, three," in broken English. 
"You 
have had your hair cut be- 


fore?" 


"Three years." And then the man 


knew It would avail him nothing to 
argue with the woman, for" she kn»w 
what her hair -was worth, so ship went 
the shears and Into the bag went the 
hair. 


About every three years the hair Is 


again ready to be cut, as during this 
period it reaches it full length again. 


OTHER SOURCES. 


"No, we do not buy much hair from 


the convents," said Mr. Stein. 
"The 


hair coming from the convents is gen- 
erally weak, and we want good, strong 
hair. At one time a Catholic Fther 
sent us a letter asking us to purchase 
the hair from the convents, that the 
money might be used in some charita- 
ble cause. The nuns sent us the hair 
and we bought it, but we found that it 
did not pay either the women or our- 
selves, so we stopped it, and it is onli- 
ne w "and then that we buy a consign- 
ment of hair in this way.

Several of Oakland's leading busi- 


ness men witnessed the starting of 
the machinery of the Standard Briq- 
uette Company. at. Third and Frank- 
lin streets, this morning at 10 o'clock, 
and the event is of no minor" import- 
ance to the manufacturing interests 
of 
Alameda 
county. 
Everything 


worked with clock-like precision and 
the visitors were enthusiastic over the 
results of the exhfbit. The Standard 
Briquette Company Is an incorporated 
company, composed of Oakland men 
with the following men as officers 
and directors: J. D. Crawford, presi- 
dent; U. V. Hastings, vice-president; 
3. J. Crawford, secretary; A. K. Phil- 
lips, treasurer, and T. G. Young, di- 
rector. 


For several weeks theee gentlemen 


have been striving to perfect a. mould- 
ing 
machine 
that will execute the 


work more rapidly, and have succeed- 
ed. About $20,000 have been expend- 
ed in the installation oil machinery. 
The various steps through which a 
.briquette 
passes 
from crude r.oal 


screenings to the lustrous globular 
heat-producing article Is interesting. 


An endless band fitted with shov- 


els' passes through • a large coal hop- 
per where many tons of screenings 
are stored, and hoists the coal to a 
crusher which separates 
the 
fine 


granular . product 
from the larger 


lumps which are returned to the hop- 
per. 
By an endless wide belt the 


granulated coal is conveyed to a large 
boiler which- Is. left at certain temp- 
erature, and then conveyed after thor- 
ough mixture to a spiral-shaped vat 
where the "binder" 
(or 
In 
other 


words, asphalt fluid) is applied where 
a continuous mixing process is cai'- 
lied on. 
From here by l>elts it 18 


carried to a large revolving moulding 
machine 
which works on the same 


principle as the die machine at a mint. 
This 
machine 
drops 
these prettily 


formed lignite briquettes at the rate 
of 1,600 a minute on another endless 
chain which carries .them to a place 
of storage. 


The consumption of the briquette 


for fuel is rapidly increasing, but ths 
new mixing process known only to

Park Thursday night, and the robber 
left his victim f!2 poorer. 


Compart had 
wandered 
out to the 


Park after his day's work for an early 
evenlng stroll. 
He had just reached 


the Httle bridge that leads over Al- 
vord Lake, near the Haight street en- 
trance to. the grounds when some one 
sprang out from the shrubbery behind 
him and pressed a revolver against his 
head. It was not more than 8 o'clock, 
and dusk was falling and there were pe- 
destrians not far away, but Compart 
did not care to call out. 


The robber demanded 
gruffly how 


much money Compart had, but flld not 
-wait for a reply. 
Still covering his 


victim with a ugly looking gun, ho 
searched from pocket to pocket, until 
he had extracted 
all the valuables 


•which Compart had. This did 
not 


amount to more than' $12 In smai 
change, but the highwayman seemed 
satlsfled, and with muttered directions 
to Compart not to follow or give an 
alarm, he sped away In the darkness 
menacing the man with the pistol un- 
til he disappeared. 


As soon as Compart recovered from 


his startling experience he 
hurried 


over to the Park station and reported 
the matter. An officer was detailed to 
accompany him and he returned to 
the spot of the robbery. A thorough 
investigation -was made but no trace 


' of the footpad could be found, though 


tn« policeman kept up the search for 
a considerable period. 


Compart Is a.ble to furnish the po- 


lice --with an excellent description of 
his assailant, who apparently did not 
take the trouble to mask his features. 
He Is described as about 5 feet 8 Inch- 
es tall, 150 pounds In weight, wearing 
a dark suit and a derby hat. His 
features were unusually sallow and 
had the agpearance of one who ftad 
used opium for a long time. The ma- 
rauder had a small dog -with him, per- 
haps as protection agafnst dangerous 
pedestrians.

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San Francisco's Low Assessment. 


The returns made by the various county assessors show an in- 


crease in assessment values approximating $100,0.00,000. Over $70,- 
000,000 of this is .in the counties of San Francisco, and Los Angeles. 
Only two other counties—Sacramento a*id San Diego—show an in- 
crease of over one million in taxable values, though San Joaquin, So- 
noma and San Mateo are each close up to a million. The increase in 
Santa Clara is peculiary small in'view of the abounding prosperity 
and large addition to the population of that county. The roll of Santa 
Clara is only $228,335 larger this year than last. This is not as'much 
as the new buildings in Palo Alto alone cost. 


San Francisco's assessment has only increased $21,540,923, 


against an increase in Los Angeles of $41,732,943, and $8,517,784 in 
-Alameda. This showing is contrary to fact. Values in Los Angeles 
have not increased nearly 100 per cent more than in San Francisco. 
Real estate has been steadily rising in the metropolis, and several 
thousand new buildings, many of them costly business structures, 
have been .erected during the past year. There has been a notable 
increase in the population. 


The-trifiing increase of $21,540,923 in the assessment is therefore 


lacking in proportion.' 
It indicates that the assessor has been in- 


dulgent in fixing values for taxation purposes to a degree that amounts 
to a discrimination against other sections of the State. The relative 
smallness of the increase to the roll is likely to attract the attention 
of the Board of Equalization. The member from the Los Angeles 
district are\sure to kick at it, and. Equalizer Beamer, of the Northern 
district, can be counted on as being ready to stand for a raise, which 
San Francisco will find hard to defeat. 


Many of the newspapers refer to the sentence of Senator John H. 


Mitchell of Oregon, as a light one. Judge De Hayen sentenced him 
to pay a fine -of Siooo and to six months penal servitude. Under the 
circumstances the sentence seems to satisfy the demands of justice. 
Mitchell is past seventy years of age. To pass from the United States 
Senate, in which he has sat for a quarter of a century, to a prison 
cell, disgraced, dishonored and disfranchised, is an awful punishment 
for a man of his years, who has for so long occupied an exalted posi- 
tion. 
Society has nothing to gain by wreaking vengeance on this 


broken, political idol. His fate Is a terrible warning to others, and 
will doubtless have all the deterrent effect that would be produced by 
a harsher sentence. It is the conviction, with all that it implies, that 
conveys its lesson, not the length of the term of imprisonment. 


The editor of the Vallejo Times evidently belongs to the class 


of individuals who would rather be kicked than pass unnoticed. This 
, belief is induced by the fact that he sends a marked copy of his valu- 
able journal, which does not come to this office as an exchange, con- 
taining a paragraph copied from another fly-by-night village sheet, 
that has been trying to earn distinction by printing gratuitous false- 
hoods about THE TRIBUNE. A second-hand liar is hardly worth 
kicking.

The cotton crop of the United States, according to the last re- 


port of the Department of Agriculture, is likely to be more than 
2,000,000 bales short of the bumper_crop of last year. The entire 
acreage in cotton is estimated at a .fraction under 27,000,000 acres. 
"This indicates a crop of about 10,800,000 bales—not quite sufficient 
to meet the demands of commerce. 
A considerable surplus of last 


year's crop has been held over, however, and this will probably make 
up any .shortage. Nevertheless, cotton has recently advanced approx- 
imately three cents a pound, or $15 a bale, and all lines of cotton 
goods have been marked up at the mills. At the prices now pre- 
vailing the cotton planters will get a little less than $600,000,000 for 
their lint this year. The by-products from the seed will sell for fully 
$100,000,000 more. Apparently the Southern brethren are going to 
have money to spend in the fall. The goose always hangs high down 
South when the cotton goes above ten cents a pound. 


Canton and Shanghai are the two centers of the Chinese boycott 


against American goods. It looks as if the British and Japanese trade 
interests were quietly urging on the boycott in order to step into the 
business that is lost to America. Great Britain and Japan are the 
principal competitors of the United States for the Chinese trade in cot- 
tons, and what America loses in this direction will be a gain for Brit- 
ish and Japanese merchants.

It is a story that should be attentively read in every rural 
community, for it not only shows how things can be done, but how 
they have been done. A number of excellent cuts illustrate the trans- 
formation wrought by the building of good ..roads in an essentially 
agricultural community. A county assessed for a little .over $6,000,- 
eoo voted $300,000 in bonds with which to create a mbdern system 
of roads. Less than half the amount had been expended when the 
story of the experiment was written, yet the wisdom of the invest- 
ment had already been demonstrated beyond all cavil. The effect 
on property values and on individual enterprise, was striking and 
immediate. Farm products _ rapidly increased." with the introduction 
of modern highwa}'s; farm stock increased in. number and quality; 
a better class of vehicles have come into use o_n the public roads; 
the volume of local trade has increased enormously, and the assessed 
valuation of property indicates the rapid growth of prosperity. On these 
new roads the average horse can draw three-times as much as he could 
draw on the old miry, rutty dirt roads;.formerly .in use; draw the load 
twice as fast, and with less than half the wear and tear on harness and 
wagon. It is a pleasure to ride, drive or walk over the smooth, firm, 
dustless highways leading out of the little city of Jackson.

-oads cost about $4000 a. mile to build^but very little to keep in re- 


-»ir. They have proved such a valuable investment'that the work.

co'f'ntiec! -ithout serious opposition. The original bond issue will 
give the county about eighty miles of first-class roadway, and when 
it is exhausted the work of road improvement -will be /continued" by 
levying special taxes or issuing more bonds."

The account of the life of John Paul 


Jones as a citizen of the colony of 
Virginia Is brief, but among the inci- 
dents that are a matter of record is 
one that Is quite to the point In any 
consideration of his character. In the 
fall of 1774, while cruising around the 
waters of the colony in the twenty-ton 
sloop that served him at once as a 
yacht and a market boat, he stopped 
at Norfolk to visit friends, and thus 
happened to attend an entertainment 
at which a. number of officers from a 
British 
sloop-of-war 
weie present. 


Unhappily the conversation turned to 
politics. The prospect of the colonies 
revolting was mentioned, and at that 
a Lieutenant Parker, said that If the 
courage of the colonial men was on a 
par with the virtue of the colonial 
women an Insurrection would be easily 
quelled. The next instant Jones knock- 
ed the Jjleutenant down, after which 
the 
officers 
hastily left the house 


Though but a trivial incident in itself, 
the general bearing of British naval 
officers then In the colonies ga\e the 
act of the young sailor-painter such 
great interest that the colonial press 
discussed It In long editorials, and 
thus It happened that the name of 
John Paul Jones was first heralded 


- among the American colonies as the 


champion of the honor of the women 
of his country 


Harely has a famous man had his 


career Influenced by the gentler sex 
as much as was that of John Paul 
Jones When In 1775 he was summon- 
ed to Philadelphia to give the Con- 
gress advice about the navy they were 
to set afloat the efforts of Jones to 
obtain command of a ship were frus- 
trated by his success In pleasing two 
young ladles at a social gathering In 
the course of the evening the great 
John Adams tried to tell In French an 
old storj of Fortanelle to a group o£ 
young ladies, among whom was one 
•riho had been educated in France and 
another nho was of a Hugenot family 
11 which French was the 
domestic 


tongue. 
When Mr Adams had left 


the group one of the ladies 
asked 


[Jones to retell the story, which he did, 
and then said. 


' It Is very fortunate, perhaps, la- 


dies, for the cause of human rights 
that the political sentiments of Mr. 
Adams are not as English 
as 
his 


French is, because If they were he 
would be easily the greatest Tory in 
the land." 


This remark was repeated to Adams, 


and "he ever afterward hated Paul 
Jones with all the sturdy hate of the 
Puritan nature when Its vanity 
is 


wounded" 
Adams 
had 
previously 


maintained that Jones was not entitled 
to command a ship because "he was a 
man of no family connection what- 
ever," and now his opposition was in- 
tensified and successful. 


Jones was not 29 tyears old 
For 


many years he had devoted his spare 
time to the study of the arts that 
would admit him Into 
polite society 


as well as to a study of the arts of 
naval warfare, and from the date of 
his first commission 
his 
success in 


both ambitions was perhaps unparal- 
leled. On going to Portsmouth, N. H, 
to take command of the Ranger the 
grirls o£ that town cut up their best 
silk gowns to make a flag for his ship, 
and that flag was the? ' first edition of 
the Stars and Stripes that Europe ever 
saw the first to be saluted by the guns 
of a European naval power." As the 
ensign of the Bonhomme Hichard, "it 
was the first and last flag that ever 
went down or ever will go down flying 
on the ship that conquered and cap- 
tured the ship that sunk her." When 
in 1781 Jones returned to the 
United 


States he met at Philadelphia Miss 
Mary Yangdon, one of the young la- 
dies who had helped to make the flag, 
and told her that he nad ardently de- 
shed to bring it back to America and 
give it with all its glories untarnished 
into the fair hands of those who had 
given it to him. ' But, Miss Mary, I 
couldn't bear to strip it from the poor 
old ship in her last agony, nor could 
I deny my dead on her decks, who had 
given their lives to keep It flying, the 
glory of taking it with them ' 
One 


can Imagine how these words affected 
the lady 


But It was while he was In France 


that the career of John Paul Jones 
was Influenced most by his popularity 
with the ladies. 
Soon after arriving 


In Brest, Jones called on the Duke of 
Chartres, the Sailor Prince, whom he 
had 
met 
under 
fortunate circum- 


stances at Norfolk In 1775. The Duke 
had such a pleasant recollection ot 
Jones that he took him home. 
Thus 


Jones met Mary Adelaide of Bourbon- 
Penthlevre, the Duchess of Chartres, 
a woman noted for beauty and a wo- 
man altogether lovable In other re- 
spects 
The Duchess made Jones wel- 


come, and named him the "untitled 
knight of the sea " 


How Jones Improved the opportunity 


thus afforded him is told in an ac- 
count of a luncheon which the Duchess 
gave him on the day before the Han- 
ger sailed on her famous cruise 
on 


the English coast In the course o£ the 
conversation reference was made 
to 


the battle between the French fleet 
under the Count de Toulouse (son of 
Louis XTV, and Mme de Montespan; 
and the allied English 
and 
Dutcn 


fleets off Malaga in 1704. The Count 
d'Orvilllers, who was present, ventm- 
ed to criticise a movement made by 
Toulouse, when Jones 
defended 
the 


movement, and In doing so not only 
succeeded In convincing his audience 
that it was correct, but he showed ev- 
eryone that he was entirely familiar 
with the strategy and tactics of the 
occasion, and that'lie also knew all 
about the Individual ships 
engaged, 


the number of guns carried, and their 
qualities as fighting ships. Now, the 
Duchess of Chartres was a 
grand- 


daughter of the old Admiral and verv 
proud of him, for he was one of th-j 
greatest o£ French sallois 
Her de- 


light while Jones was defending Tou- 
louse was so great that when the dis- 
course was ended she sent a servant 
for a "Louis Qulnze watch of rare de- 
sign and great value, which her grand 
father had worn, and she presented it 
to Captain Jones " 


It was In this fashion that the doors 


of the leaders of Paris society were; 
opened to the son of a Scotch garden- 
er. How the success of Jones in cap- 
turing the Drake 
gave 
him 
fame 


throughout all Europe need not be told 
here, but one letter that he wrote after 
he returned to France must be men- 
tioned—that to the Lady Selkirk. It 
was a foolish letter. In good part, but 
why anyone should take it seriously 
Is a mystery, lor it was manifestly tha 
effort of a sailor with his head some- 
what swelled, so to speak, to present 
his story In grandiloquent fashion be- 
fore a grand lady. He wrote: "I am 
not in arms as an American. • • • 
I profess myself a citizen of the world, 
totally unfettered by the little, mean 
distinctions of climate and country." 
He was simply writing chaff for a wo- 
man to read. His whole record shows 
that he was a most sturdy American, 
and his words, when spoken to any- 
one but a woman, 
show the same 


thing. 
But because of that letter 


Roosevelt In his history of the War 
of 1812 refers to him as "Scotch Paul," 
while Mahan is but little less severe 
in his account of the "founder of the 
American navy."

Every reader remembers the numer- 


ous appeals that Jones was compelled 
to make before he could obtain com- 
mand of another ship, and that when 
at last he was driven to desperation 
and determined to make a direct ap- 
peal to the King, he turned tO'fs^ wo- 
man —the lovely Duchess de Chaife-es 
—for help. He wrote a letter to the 
King, and then sent it to the ^ady, 
who delivered it to Louis. And as ii 
came from such a hand it received the 
attention that Jones most 
ardently 


wished It to have. 
The 
ship—the 


Bonhomme Richard—was placed under 
his orders. He had permission to fit 
her out and enlist a crew, but he 
would have failed even then through 
lack of monejf but for the fact that the 
Duchess Chartres gave 
him 
$47,600, 


with which to pay the bills. In pur- 
chasing power that sum was eMlly 


equal to $100,000 now. The American 
people well remember the service of 
Lafayette, but only a few ever con- 
sider the fact that the beautiful wife 
of him who was known as PhlUpe 
Egallte during the French Revolution 
furnished the money that enabled John 
Paul Jones to sail out and/fight the 
most famous ship duel known to his- 
tory. She had called him her "untitled 
knight of the sea" almost from th» 
first time she met him, and now she 
gave him opportunity to win the title. 


How Jones repaid the Duchess for 


her unparalleled kindness Is one of the 
finest stories In the annals of knights 
and ladles. Jones having returned to 
Paris, the Duchess gave a grand ban- 
quet in his honor. At a proper time 
in the course of the banquet Jones 
asked the Duchess if she remembered 
having 
given him her grandfather's 


watch two years before, and ot his 
having promised subsequently that If 
fortune should smile upon 
him he 


would "lay an English frigate at her 
feet" 
The Duchess 
bowed. 
Jones 


then sent for a leather case which he 
had prepared for the occasion, drew a 
sword from It, and said, as he gave 
the sword to the Duchess: 


"The English frigate proved to be C 


forty-four on two decks, and she is 
now at i'Orlent with French colors 
firing. The best I can do toward 
keeping my word of two years ago Is 
to place In your dainty hands the 
sword of the brave offlcer who com- 
manded the English forty-four. 
I 


have the honor to surrender to the 
loveliest of women the sword surren- 
dered to me by one of the bravest of 
men." 


And when the -Duchess asked him 


"what thought, what Impulse, what In- 
spiration could have sustained him to 
persevere when his ship was on fire 
and sinking under his feet," he replied 
with a profound bow: 


"May It please your royal highness, 


I could not be the first to strike the 
flag that I had been flrst to exhibit la 
Europe; and besides surrender would 
have postponed the rapture of greet- 


ing you again.* 


One biographer says that "hext to 


his desire for fame, which was Infinite, 
the predominant passion of Paul Jones 
was love." He adds that Jones "was In 
love with every woman in Paris." That 
Jones was greatly beloved by many 
women in Paris is a matter of record. 
The most memorable of all was, of 
course, the Duchess of Chartres; she 
was his good aad faithful friend ever. 
More noted, perhaps, than the Duch- 
ess, however, was the Countess de la 
VendahL who was described as "very 
pretty, very dashing and very'senti- 
mental. The Countess was also an 
artist and painted a portrait ot Jones 
that had quite a history. Jones paid 
court to this charming lady with a 
most remarkable assiduity, and the 
Countess once MM to 
an Intimate 


friend (who at once sent a written 
record ot the remark to Jones): "Alas! 
my poor husband, he Is BO good and 
withal so dull! What would I not give 
to be enshrined In the affections of e 
heart like that ot Paul Jones!"

Nevertheless, she was 
but 
toying 


with the warrior, for when he wrote 
declaring his love for her she replied 
that she was "charmed at the senti- 
ment of affection which he had ex- 
pressed for her^he would like to re- 
ciprocate that feeling; but was

able to do so without deceiving the 
gentleman with whom she is at pres- 
ent living, and she was Incapable of 
doing such a wrong." 


While Jones pursued 
this will-o'- 


the-wisp he also paid court, to others. 
As he sailed from the Texel, though 
he had to brave a heavy ga!e to es- 
cape the British fleet, he sat down and 
wrote verses 
to 
the 
daughter of 


Charles William 
Frederick 
Dumas, 


United States Secret Agent in Holland. 
When he was at I'Orlent one who 
signed the name of Delia, and has 
never been identified, wrote him to 
say that she loved him with "idola- 
trous love and for himself alone." La- 
ter on, hearing that he and his crew 
were without pay, she wrote that she 


had "diamonds aad other valuables 
that can be converted Into money," 
and in the "name ot the love with 
which she is consumed" she begged ts 
be commanded if she could be- of us*. 
So far as known the only return 1hat 
Jones made for this was t» writ* * 
poem in honor of the lady. 


But in the one real romance In the 


life of John Paul Jones the hsr*l»« 
was Atmee Adele de Tellson (a mat» 
ural daughter of Leuls XV.),

met at the home ot the 
Chartres. 
She Is described la ft 


of "Anecdotes ot the court of 
XVI," as "petite, extremely vtvactott*. 
ot most charming temper and passmi 
sed of all the polite accomplishment*.

King, her 


father; her eyes are large, dark aad 
lustrous, and her hair, which I* «t 
great length and profusion, U a deep 
auburn, often In *rlght light having 
the hue ot Ted gold.

Almee was the pet ot the court cir-

In spite of his 
many flirtations with others, Jones 
was devoted to Almee from the time 
of their first meeting until his death, 
and she was proud ot the ettenlons 
that rivals for his affections bestowed 
upon him. The Countess de la Ven- 
dahl once said to her, "Do not fail t*' 
plums yourielt upon your 
Tou are, as alt know, the daa 
a King. But far more thaa ttat, TOW 
are, as all equally know, the betored 
ot a hero!" And this delighted Ataee 
beyond measure. 


When Almee was unfortunate finan- 


cially Jones gave her a houve In a 
fashionable quarter ot Paris aad set- 
tled an annuity upon her ttstt 
per- 


mitted her to live in comfort. In his 
win his property was grren «• his 
two sisters, but he had 
piwHolsstr 


given a third of what be had to Alms*. 


STRANGE ROMANCE OF WOMAN 


NEW YORK, July 2S—After an in- 


explicable absence of thirteen months 
from her Tonkers home, during whicn 
she disappeared as completely 
from 


sight as though she had been swal- 
lowed up in the earth, and after being 
long given up as murdered, Mrs Cath- 
erine Wildermuth, a resident o£ Tonk- 
ers, has been tound in a Roman Cath- 
olic institution In this city, being cared 
for by the resident sisters 


The story of the young woman's life 


and disappearance as told byt her par- 
ents, is a remarkable tale. 
She- Is 24 


years old, the daughter of Edward and 
Rose Nodme, of a family tracing their 
genealogy to the 
early settlers of 


Westchester county, and was generally 
regarded as dull witted 
About six 


years ago Otlo Wildermuth 
secured 


employment on the Nodine farm and 
fell 1n love with Catherine whom he 
asked to mairy him 
The marriage 


took place 
In St. John's Episcopal 


Church, Yonkers. 


According to the parents, the pair 


not live happily together and ja. 


year after 
their 
marriage, without 


telling anybody, they disappeared Af- 
ter several months it was ascertained 
that they were living In New Jersey, 
where the girl's father sa>s "he hired 
IjeVout as a slave" 
-The recital of the parents 
of the 


treatment which Wildermuth accorded 


at this period is harrowing 


W be Inflicted brutal beatings 
her and that she worked like a 


a farm by day and at night 


to sleep in freight cars 


the end of four months the Kirl 


fled from him and returned home She 
tramped all the way to Yonkers and 
staggered into the Nodine residence in 
fearful condition. 
Her flesh had so 


shrunk that the bones were visible 
Her reason was almost shattered and 
it was a long period before she re- 
gained 
anything like her former 


health. 


MOTHER GETS A LETTER. 


Barely, however, had she recovered, 


than 
she disappeared, with Wilder- 


muth. Mrs l Nodine received a letter 
from her missing daughter, Informing 
hei that Catherine was in Delaware 
Her husband had taken her there, and 
she wrote that she was undergoing 
the same ordeal as in New Jersey. Now 
arid then she would send a letter to 
her parents depleting awful treatment, 
which, she writes, was ruining her 
life. 


She finally found her way back to 


the parental roof, walking a great part 
of the distance and presenting once 
more the 
skeletonlike 
appearance. 


Some time later TVildermuth returned, 
and the couple from that time forward 
led a very unhappy life 


According to Mrs. Nodine, he beat 


her daughter and once seized a chair 
and threatened to kill her. The par- 
ents say that he expressed regret that 
he had ever married her, remarking 
that he might have married two 
wealthy 
women, one in Hackensack 


and one in Plalnfield, N. J. 
DISAPPEARED WHILE WALKING, 


In the spring of 1904, according to 


the parents, Wildermuth secured a, po>' 
sition as superintendent of the "Bid*-. 


a-Wee" home for dogs, and lived sep- 
arately. Occasionally he would call to 
see her, and bitter quarrels and threats 
usually ensued. 


"About 10 o'clock one morning early 


last June," said Mr. Nodine today, "I 
saw my daughter at the gate. 
She 


had her hat and coat on, and appeared 
as though she was going to take a 
walk. That was the last time I saw 
her. When she did not return aftejf 
an absence of two days we became 
alarmed. My wife 
then 
started a 


search for her." 


This search has been maintained for 


more than a year without result. Tha 
police of Yonkers, 
New 
York 
and 


Brooklyn have been at work upon the 
case. Mrs. Nodine, accompanied 
by 


Central 
office 
detectives, visited all 


the Institutions and hospitals where 
she thought her daughter might be, 
feailng that Catherine 
might 
have 


been taken sick or met With an acci- 
dent 
Private detectives also joined 


in the search, but without avail. 


The suspicion of the parents gradu- 


ally came to rest upon their daughter's 
husband, and from a combination of1 


peculiar circumstances they 
became 


convinced that Wildermuth had either 
deliberately murdered his wife or had^ 
placed her In a madhouse 


After Catherine's disappearance, her 


parents say, 'Wildermuth never put ta 
an appearance at their home, as had 
formerly been his custom, and one day, 
on meeting Mrs. Nodine,' he said he 
wouldn't need a divorce from Cather- 
ine now.

Ing of an apron stained with blood at 
some distance from the Nodine home 
and which it was thought belonged to 
Mrs. Wildermuth. 


The father of Catherine said today 


that his daughter had finally been 
found in a Catholic home in New Tork 
where she was being cared for by the 
sisters. He said he was under a prom- 
ise not to reveal the name of the in- 
stitution. The clue which led to lo- 
cating the girl was obtained from a 
former inmate of the place. Mrs. 
Wildermuth had been under an as- 
sumed name, and during all her ab- 
sence had never Bent word to her par- 
ents of her whereabouts. 
She was 


never looking in better health than to- 
day. Her parents will not permit any 
one to see her at her home.

two or three years have wrought a 
wonderful change. It has been Drought 
about principally by the phenomenally 
rich discoveries In mines, but the pres- 
ent favorable condition of the State is 
not due wholly to that fact. 
A NEW ERA OIF DEVELOPMENT. 
The building of new railroads and 


extension of old ones—the passage of 
the National 
Irrigation 
act of 1902, 


which will, when completed, make the 
desert blossom like the rose, and give 
comfortable homes to thousands of 
families—the influx of capital man- 
aged by men of brains and energy, 
have 
all unitedly 
transformed the 


"Battle Born State" Into a State of 
great activity. 


Merchants, hotel keepers, transpor- 


tation companies and laborers gener- 
ally 'have prospered and particularly 
those farmers who have been In lo- 
calities where they could supply the 
local demand. One Instance of the kind 
la the Oasis ranch just over the line 
in Mono county, California. 
It con- 


sists of four thousand acres, a part of 
which is sown to alfalfa. 
There are 


2500 tons of hay raised yearly and this 
year it sold at 
$25 per ton 
on the 


ranch, returning $40,000, besides stock 
and dressed beef, which sold for $15,- 
000 more. That makes a pretty good 
income for a farmer. 
The ranch Is 


indeed an oasis In a desert. 


HAY AND BEEF GALORE. 


The country which Oasis supplies 


with hay and beef is one of the prom- 
ising mining sections but little known, 
that this article will partly describe. 
Attention has been centered on other 
points near by which have astonished 
the world by their phenomenal rich- 
ness.

for them. 
But it is within bounds to 


assert that there are other sections 
which give great promise of perma- 
nence and prosperity u-here opportu- 
nities for the investment of money in 
smaller amounts is presented than in 
the districts mention. 
One of that 


kind Is the Silver Peak, Red Moun- 
tain Palmetto district. 


THE SILVER PEAK COUNTRY. 
It begins at Silver Peak, which is

"Social Morals" was the sub- 
ject of his talk, and he touched upon 
a number of interesting- phases of the 
moral relations and conditions of so- 
ciety.

King of Oberlin College also spoke, the 
home relations being the theme of his

Speaking of some of the factors in 


the moral 
Improvement of society, 


Prof. Taylor spoke of the 
needs 
ol 
proper 
sanitation and 
of plenty of 


fresh air and breathing space. 
These 


things made men -stronger and more 
healthy and with this physical devel- 
opment was bound to come a moral 
one. 
The great number of women, 


mothers and daughters, who are now 
forced to go to work to help support 
families he pitied. 
He deplored the 


fact that modern industrial conditions 
were reaching the point where the 
fathers and sons of families were-no 
longer able to earn enough to support 
their people as they should. 
It was 
this same fact of women having to go 
out to work that was eating at the 
foundations of morality , and 
making 


possible the success of temptation. 
Passing to the subject of aid for the 


poor, he referred to the Chicago Com- 
mons, which he founded, and of which 
he is now resident warden. This is the 
name of a large social- settlement for 
the poorer people of Chicago, where 
they may have homes well ventilated, 
conditions as nearly sanitary as possi- 
ble and surroundings more 
pleasant 
and cheerful than have -usually 
been 


their - lot 
before. 
Prof. Taylor lives 


right among the people 'for whom he 
works, his mai! being addressed direct- 
ly to the Chicago Commons. In this 
way he keeps close in touch with his 
people and, with the many whom he 
has attracted into the work, can ma- 
terially aid them. 


Prof. Taylor's remarks proved very 


interesting to the good-sized audience 
which assembled to hear him. 
He 


remains oil this coast for only a short 
time, after which he returns to his 
work.

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Republicans Are Trying 
to Find a Man Who Can 


Defeat Schmitz. 


Citizens' Alliance and 
Union Hen Hay Test 


Their S rength. 


SAN FBANCISCO, July 29.-The reluctance of the Re- 


publicans to engage in a straight-out fight with Mayor Schmitz 
is not easily understood. On the figures of past performances, 
as the racing men would say, it would seem that a straight-out 
candidate, backed by the Citizens' Alliance, would have an even 
break to win. But here we find the Republican majority dodg- 
ing the Citizens' Alliance issue and trying hard to find a can- 
didate who has no affiliations with that organization. 


Perhaps this is because Gavin McNab, who is the unques- 


tioned dictator of Democratic policy in San Francisco, has very 
strongly asserted the Democrats will have no affiliation with the 
Citizens' Alliance 
Of course, the old saw that "the heft of 


the Democratic Party don't eat meat on Friday" has given 
place to another aphorism that the heft of the Democratic Party 
works for wages. Whenever the Democrats have divorced 
themselves from the working men that party has become a mere 
remnant composed largely of Southern gentlemen, and even the 
Southern gentlemen have recently given themselves over to the 
habit of voting the Republican ticket. 


But let us suppose that the Republican convention should 


nominate Jim McNab for Mayor McNab can be considered as 
a stalwart exemplar of the Citizens' Alliance movement. He was 
at the head of the Employers' Association m the great strike of a 
few years ago. He is a man of strong personality, and of un- 
questioned honesty Even the men who opposed Jim McNab 
in the great strike admit that he conducted his operations in a 
high-minded \"\ ay, and did not resort to treachery and sub-trick- 
ery. 


Now suppose we had Jim McNab as the Republican candi- 


date for Major. It would be nothing more than natural that 
Gavin McNab, his biotheiy should throw to him the Democratic 
endorsement 
Blood is thicker than politics, and Gavin McNab 


has repeatedly shown that he can do with the Democratic or- 
ganization about as he pleases 
This would leave the fight be- 


tween Schmitz and Jim McNab, and the onlookers might cheer 
on the combat and cry "May the best man win." 


Now let us look at the chances of such a campaign It has 


been demonstrated that the Labor Unions can east about 14,- 
000 votes The Citizens' Alliance managers assert that that or- 
ganization has a membership of 12,000 That would give prac- 


•\ tically an even start, and then "we could know whether San 


Francisco wished to be governed by a Citizens' Alliance candi- 
date or by a Labor Union candidate. That the citizens who are 
not affiliated with the Labor Unions or the Citizens' Alliance 
hold, the balance of power is -\ery easily seen 
With 14,000 


Labor Union "\otes and 12,000 Citizens' Alliance votes the total 
is 26,000. But TV e have a registration of about 87,000 and the 
politicians calculate that at the election in November between 
65,000 and 70,000 votes will be cast. Let us say that there will 
be 65,000 
That \ull mean, supposing that there are but two 


candidates, that the successful candidate must have about 33,- 
000 votes to win 
Of course, the Socialists will poll something 


of a vote, but their total will haidly be enough to throw our ai- 
gument out of plum 
Between the 33,000 "votes necessary to 


win and the 14,000 ^ otes of the Labor Unions, there are 19,000 
votes to be secured somewhere for Schmitz, and between the 
12,000 Citizens' Alliance "votes and \ictorv there are 21,000 -votes 
to be secured somewhere for the opposition candidate. 


Let us look for a moment at the last election 
Schmitz then 


secured 26,016 votes; Hemy J Crocker, Republican, was given 
19,621 votes and Franklin K Lane, the Democratic candidate, 
found 12,578 supporters. Whitney, the Socialist candidate, 
had 1,094 votes. That made a total of 59,309 votes. Any child 
can figure that the combined vote of Crocker and Lane would 
have defeated Schmitz even if he had had the Socialist vote. But 
even the most astute arithmetician would find it difficult to figure 
that the 32,199 A otes vast for both Crocker and Lane would be 
sufficient to can \ the election this j ear, if 65,000 votes are to be 


cast, and certainly the 26,016 votes cast for Schmitz could not 
make a winning total. 


It must be taken for a fact that Schmitz is far stronger 


with the Labor Unions than he was two years ago or than he 
ever (has been before. Two years ago he had some very power- 
ful opponents in those unions. Father Torke was against him. 
Father Yorke is now in Ireland. Michael Casey was against 
him. Ex-Congressman Livernash was against him. Casey has 
gone East and Livernash is taking no part m the affray. P. H. 
McCarthy, president of the Building Trades' Council, was open- 
ly and earnestly for Crocker tn o years ago. McCarthy is now 
openly and earnestly for Schmitz. Two years ago the printers 
were largely for Lane. The printers are now very nearly unani- 
mous for Schmitz. Of course, all the job chasers and job holders 
are for Schmitz, and the tenderloin, which is wide open, is stout- 
ly for him. He will get the votes and the influence of the Police 
and Fire Departments, and with all this he mav be well on the 
way to securing the 35,000 votes that are necessary to v/in the 
election. But with all these influences he may not be able to se- 
cuie that number of votes.

Against all this is the undoubted revolt in the community 


against Schmitz and the grafting methods that have prevailed 
under him. The very heavy registration indicates that men 
who generally take very little-interest in politics are taking xo. 
interest this year. And when the general fommunity takes 
enough interest in politics to go to the ballot box all the best laid 
schemes of the politicians are upset in a ^iffy. So there is at 
least an even chance that if the Republicans would nominate a 
man like Jim McNab, thus forcing Gavin McNab to give him 
the Democratic endorsement, they could defeat Schmitz at the 
eledion in November. 


Thus far, however, the entire scheme seems to be to nom- 


inate Treasurer John McDougald as the Republican candidate 
with a Democratic endorsement. The Citizens' Alliance would 
gam nothing by the election of McDougald. He is a far better 
Union man than is Schmitz. In fact, John McDougald, with- 
out being in any sense a brilliant man, is a citizen of a very high 
mind and a very stout honesty, thoroughly imbued with a desire 
to give the laboring man shorter hours and more pay. If he 
were Mayor he undoubtedly would stop a great deal of the 
grafting which now prevails under Sehmitz and Ruef. 
Bui 


when the Citizens' Alliance came up to ask him to do something 
for them, they would find mm far more uncompromising than 
is the shifty Schmitz. But the recent action of the Labor Coun- 
cil, though it was not as unanimous as the vote was given to the 
press, is indication enough on top of the complete capture of 
the Labor League by Schmitz, that at this election Union Labor 
intends to stand by the Mayor. The politicians may as well ac- 
cept that as a fact. John McDougald could not lure away from 
Schmitz more than a few hundred labor votes, and no one else 
who has been named thus far could lure away half as many. So 
why not make the fight an out-and-out scrap between the Citi- 
zens' Alliance and the Labor Unions so that San Francisco 
would be able to ascertain just what the majority of its citizens 
wants ?

It must be said that the campaign of the Citizens' Alliance 


has been conducted in a way so lacking in ability that it is 
pitiable. Just on the e^e of'the campaign, when the relations 
between labor and capital were comparatively amicable, the 
fight against the printers was precipitated.

and the Citizens' Alliance were responsible for that fight. It 
was a fight to make the printers work longer hours. If there is 
one thing that has been absolutely driven home in the mind of 
the average citizen of San Francisco, it is that eight hours' work 
is enough for any man. Any movement on the part of the La- 
bor Unions looking toward the securing of eight hours of work 
as a day's limit has the sympathy and encouragement of seven- 
eighths of the entire community. It was against this sentiment 
that the Citizens' Alliance, just on the eve of a municipal elec-

The opponents of Schmitz among the laboring men say 


very frankly, under the stimulas of the attempt to make the 
printers work nine hours a day, that they prefer two years of 
Schmitz and Ruef and dishonesty to two yea«3 of Labor Union 
'•busting." So this misdirected attempt to fly in the face of a 
sentiment in the community has done more toward making the 
Citizens' Alliance unpopular than anything else that has been 
done in many a long day. Of course, the Labor Unions have 
done a g*eat deal to make their cause unpopular. Some of 
their leaders have been ridiculously exacting in their demands. 
Some of the conditions under which the building trades7 now 
work do not appeal to the sense of right and fairness. 
But 


there are comparatively few people in San Francisco who do 
not applaud every effort of laboring men to work toward the 
eight hour day. If the Unions confined themselves to an effort 
to secure shorter hours and reasonable pay, they never would 
meet defeat. It is only when they make their demands ridic- 
tilous that they lose the sympathy of the community. And any- 
body who will stop to think will see that the demands of the La- 
bor Union leaders in the last few years have not had a tendency 
generally to disturb the peaceful relations between labor and 
capital, which relations are necessary to secure the prosperity 
of the community. It is Herbert George and his extremists of 
the Citizens' Alliance who have been the bomb throwers in the 
last few years, and perhaps it is because of their demands that 
the opinion so generally prevails that Schmitz has far the bet- 
ter of the present controversy.

The side show tickets of this campaign amount to nothing. 


Abe Ruef has attempted to revive an opposition to McNab in 
the Democratic Party. But Jim O'Brien will have nothing to 
do with it, and "The JSxaminer" pays no attention to it, and 
without Jim O'Brien and "The Examiner" the opposition to 
McNa^ is "a sounding brass and a tinkling cymbal." The op-. 
position to Ruef and Schmitz in the Labor Union Party is on a 
par with the opposition to McNab in the Democratic Party. 
Tim Sullivan, one of the heads of the anti-Ruef and anti- 
Schmitz movement, is working for pay, and ex-Police Commis- 
sioner Harry Hutton, another of the leaders, is working for re- 
venge. But they have practically no power, any more than 
have the men that Ruef has hired to try and stir up a Demo- 
cratic opposition. 


As for the efforts of Ruef to capture the Republican Con- 


vention, though they are active, they seem -to be about as wild 
as the Democratic and Labor Union side shows just referred to. 
The chances that Arthur Fisk and the old Herrin Republicans 
will control that Convention seem at least ten to one. Ruef un- 
doubtedly will carry some of the districts, and he may be such 
a factor that he can make combinations that will entirely upset 
the calculations of the men who expect to control that conven- 
tion. But he has not a chance of being in the majority and 
even if he were in the majority he would have won nothing. In 
fact the great danger to Schmitz lies in too much Ruef, and if 
that boss should capture the Republican Convention and nom- 
inate against Schmitz some weakling candidate, it is altogether 
possible that such action might start an independent movement 
lhat would sweep the old leaders and the old candidates com- 
pletely out of existence., There is nothing so destructive of po- 
litical calculations as a real independent movement when the 
conscience of the community is aroused. Of course if the con- 
science of the community has been aroused by the campaign 
against Schmitz there will be no more Schmitz. But the wise 
men of politics seem to think that unless than can hit upon the 
exact man to arouse the best feelings of the voters, they hare 
no chance to defeat the present Mayor or to stop the reign of 
graft tnat is rapidly making Abraham Ruef one of the richest 
men in San Francisco.

Board of Education Scored by J. T. 


Renas, Who Says Lowest Bid 


for Coal Was Rejected. 


BERKELEY. July 29.—At a meeting 


of the West Berkeley Improvement Club 
last night at Wolff's Hall J. T. Renas, 
a prominent merchant of the West End, 
.arraigned School Director Knowles for 
his insinuations that some improvement 
clubs were knockers. Renas also called 
the board to account for having awarded 
the contract for furnishing coal to the 
highest instead of the lowest bidder. 


"In connection with the printing mat- 


ter," said Renas, "W. A. Knowles stated 
that It was always the custom of the 
Board of Education to award all contracts 
to the lowest bidders. This does not 
seem to be true In all cases. Last year 
I handed In the lowest bid for supplying 
the schools with coal, but the board1 for- 
got about the contract and bought ten 
tons of coal from the Tesla Coal Com- 
pany. 
Thfa year my bid for supplying 


"Wellington coal was the lowest and I 
should have gotten It, If only for the 
large amount of money I saved them 
Ian year, but a few weeks ago the con- 
tract was awarded, partially to me and 
partially to the Tesla Coal Company. 


The latter comapny Is to supply bri- 
quettes, which any coal man in town 
declares deficient for heating purposes. 
Two years ago the coal cost the board 
52,029.42. while last year I supplied the 
same amount for 51.600.12, saving the 
towrij 5429.30. I 'do not consider that I 
was treated fairly In the matter. I do 
not speak out of jealousy, but merely as 
Indignant at the lack of fairness ac- 
corded me. I shall never again bid for 
the school coal while the same Board 
of Education is in power.
